The  Retail  Stores 

Till'  fcliiil  sfnfcs  of  towns  ami  eities  fofin  the  cliiet'  (li>ti'il)utiiig 
points  for  t.L'<.'s.  (^iiitc  a  few  stores  dr.'w  direct  on  foriiiinjf  coiiinmiii- 
tii's  for  their  supply,  and  otliers  jret  theirs  from  liie  wholesale  dejiler 
or  jolihei-.  Stores  hiiyini.'  direet  should  adopt  a 
systeirr  .if  (■andliii>.'  and  irra.liiiL'  ;i'id  <_'i\.'  the 
fanners  and  their  eustnmers  the  lienetit  of  it  Th.' 
Iilaiiii'  that  can  lie  attached  to  the  retail  stores 
for  actual  losses  is  small.  .\t  liest  ihev  keep  |ht> 
I'lrj-'s  only  a  few  days.  They  can.  however,  he 
eriticized  severely  for  their  iiietliod  of  haiidliiiir 
I'tri-'s.  Kf.'<rs  placed  in  store  windows  in  the  rays 
of  the  siin  .  .'  sure  to  deteriorate  rapidly.  I'.tit 
very  little  ail  is  shown  in  the  w;iy  tlu'  averairo 
retail  store  displays  its  ei.'irs.  I'laeinir  cjrtrs  aloiifj- 
side    fresh    onions,    for   example,    is    sure    to   taint  them. 

Probably  the  severest  criticism  that  can  be  passed  upon  the  retail 
store  is  the  fraudulent  praetice  that  many  follow  in  selliiii;  eirirs  in  the 
winter  st>asoii.  At  sueli  times  ejrtrs  of  any  kind  are  hi-rh  in  price,  and 
new  laid  e<rgs  especially  can  liardly  b.'  obtained  at  any  price.  Some 
stores  take  advanta^'e  of  this  faet.  and  sell  storaire  eirfrs  as  fr.'sh  cirirs 
at  prices  that  make  the  transaction  notliinif  sbort  of  robbcrv.  The 
intlatinfr  of  prices  and  the  inferior  quality  of  et'tis  sold  has  caused  more 
dissatisfaction  among  eonsiimcrs  jrenerally  than  anythiijr  else. 

In  this  discussion  we  have  tried  not  tii  ..verlook'anv  partv  tlirou<'li 
whose  hands  the  e^'^rs  go  before  they  reach   the  eoiisu'mer.    "An  etfWt 
has  been  made  to  show  who  is  responsible  for  the  present  comiition  of 
the  trade  as  a  wiiole,  where  the  losses  occur,  and  how  to  avoid  them 
The  matter  rests  entirely  with  these  ditferent  p.nties.     The  ,oiisuiiiers 
i.t  their  end.  will  pay  the  price,  but   under  present  conditions,  thev
